Worn out by 
hardships and half dead from starva­ 
tion, they were on the point of a ban 
doning the quest in despair when fate 
administered her last crushing blow. 
They were overtaken by a terrible 
storm, in which Flower was drowned. 
Martin, weak though he was. set to 
work to dig his fallen comrade’s grave 
at the foot of a tree and had dug 
down barely two feet when his spade 
struck a hard, unyielding substance, 
which, to his amazement and delight, 
proved to be an enormous nugget, the 
largest ever found on the American 
continent. The “Oliver Martin Chunk,” 
as it came to be known the whole 
world over, 
weighed 
151 pounds 6 
ounces and was the nucleus of a for­ 
tune of a million dollars which Martin 
accumulated in later years.—Cassell’s 
Saturday Journal.

Dr. II. \ \ . Vt ilev, chief of the bur­ 
eau of chemistry, who takes a per­ 
sonal concern iii the health of the 
whole country, says it is very dang­ 
erous practice to put ice in drinks of 
any sort. 
Hie doctor has some de­ 
tail te ideas about ice. Some time ago 
lie 
had 
a 
criminal 
information 
brought against 
the 
American 
Ice 
company of Washington charging it 
with selling adulterated ice. 


It seems this company was bring­ 
ing into Washington natural ice from 
ponds iii Maine. 
The 
doctor 
had 
some ut this ice Analyzed and found 
it to contain “an added 
poisonous 
and deleterious ingredient, and con­ 
sisted wholly or in part of a filthy, 
decomposed putrid animal and vege­ 
table substance, 


Til other words the water iii the 


Maine ponds is not pure, 
receiving 
some sort of impure surface draining. 
The company realized the doctor had 
the goods on it, pleaded guilty and 
was thereupon fined $150. According 
to Dr. Wiley, ice, even manufactured 
ice, isn't always what it is cracked 
up to be. which was a first class pun 
when first sprung in 1878. 
But lis­ 
ten to the doctor: It is a bad prac­ 
tice to put ice into drinks,” he told 
the reporter correspondent. 
“There 
ought to be 
laws passed in 
every 
Sta«te forbidding restaurants, 
cafes, 
and hotels 
from 
putting 
ice 
into 
drinks. Iii private houses there is no 
excuse for the practice. 
“The proper way to get cold drinks 
is to use coolers in which the ice 
dee not come in contact with the li­ 
quid. 
“Even manufactured ice may be 
impure, for not 
all 
manufacturers 
distill water to be frozen. 


“Freezing does not kill the genus, 
Some of the most dangerous bacteria 
thrive iii ice, 
some 
o f 
them even 
growing in size and number. 
By ex­ 


periment we have found that tem­ 


peratures as low as zero will not ki 
dangerous germs. 
“Much ice furnished city custom­ 
ers is the 
natural 
product. 
Often 
this is cut from streams which re­ 
ceive the 
drainage sewers. 
People 
would 
not 
drink 
the 
water 
from these streams for a minute. Yet 
they will 
tranquilly put ice 
taken 
from such streams 
into 
liquids to 
drink.

Held Seniles Though Saned By 
His Vastly. 


New York, Sept. 12.—When the par­ 
ishioner-

Episcopal 
church at Fiftieth and Fourth avenue, 
Brooklyn, reached the church Sunday 
morning for services they found this 
notice posted on tfie door:

‘I he Rev. William N. Ackley, hav­ 
ing been discharged by the vestry of 
I this church, notice is hereby given to 
the 
congregation 
thereof 
that 
the 
doors of this church will be closed on 
I Sunday, Sept. ll, 1910, and until such 
| time as the vestry can procure a pas­ 
tor in the place of said Rev. W. N. 
Ackley." 
The notice was signed by the clerk 
of the vestry. When Dr. Ackley reach­ 
ed the church he saw the notice. 
The 
church door was locked. 
Ile returned 
at 10:45 and found a crowd of his par­ 
ishioners 
waiting outside 
the 
still 
closed doors, and a few of the wardens 
and vestrymen who had taken action 
against him. 
He asked these latter 
to give him the key to the church. 
This they refused to do, and Dr. Ack­ 
ley went through the formality of try­ 
ing the old key in the new lock. 
It 
did not work. 
Mr. Ackley thereupon announced to 
the assembled crowd that he would 
hold services from the church steps. 
He went next door into the house of a 
friend :fhd put on his surplice and 
vestm ents and returned to read the 
service. 
All the congregation stood except 
an old couple who were crying, and 
two chairs were brought out for them. 
The regular choir was present, and 
they sang the opening hymn, “Stand 
Up, Stand Up for Jesus.” 
Although 
it was communion Sunday, they had to 
omit the communion. 
A row of tall 
elms shaded the congregation, which 
numbered in the hundreds by the time 
service was well started, many curious 
having been added to the number of 
the faithful, 
In their charges, the insurgent war­ 
dens and vestrymen state that Dr. Ack­ 
ley's “age and feeble condition, men­ 
tal and physical, require that he re­ 
linquish a charge which requires a 
strong, vigorous man to keep together 
a fast dwindling congregation.” 
Thin 
charge Dr. Ackley’s friends regard as 
a personal insult to him.

Augusta, the Democratic nominee for 
governor, says that he will b e elected 
b y a plurality of 5,000.

Fernald was elected two years ago b y 
a plurality of 7,223.

Second, 
where Congressman Swayzie is a can­ 
didate for re-election, and is opposed 
b y Daniel J. McGillicuddy of Lewiston. 
In the contest of two years ago Mr. 
Swayzie has a majority of 1.200 over 
McGillicuddy, and since then the Dem­ 
ocrats in the district claim that vari­ 
ous m atters have happened to assist 
them. 
It is said that Congressman 
Swayzie’s attitude in favoring Speaker 
Cannon will hurt him in various parts 
of the district, and it is also alleged 
that in his recommendations for fed­ 
eral appointm ent he has made a num­ 
b er of enemies. This district was for­ 
merly represented b y Charles E. Lit- 
tlencld and years ago b y Nelson Ding- 
ley, the father of the Dingley tariff 
law.

Dr. J. P. Simmon d s, superin ten d en t 
of the pathological laboratory of the 
State board of health, has* soun d ed 
a warn in g to all health officers of the 
State to be 011 the lookout for d iph­ 
theria epid emics when school begin s. 
The laboratory lias just certified the 
results of examin ation of cultures 
token from the throats of five chil­ 
d ren 
in Hammon d , an d 
all were 
foun d to con tain d iphtheria germs. 
Five families in as man y d ifferen t 
parts of the city, were represen ted 
by the cultures. 
Durin g the last three mon ths the 
laboratory has foun d 
evid en ce of 
d iphtheria in fifty-six cultures exam­ 
in ed . as again st thirty-six cases for 
the correspon d in g 
period of 
last 
year. 
Accord in g to Dr. Simmon d s person s 
apparen tly well often carry about 
d iphtheria 
gen us in their throats, 
an d other person s 
recovered from 
the d isease have been kn own to carry 
the germs for mon ths. 
When the 
school resume, Dr. Simmon d s 
said , 
with man y child ren con fin ed in on e 
sehool room, epid emics are likely to 
occur, un les- the health officers take 
prompt an d d ecisive -teps at the 
fir-t appearan ce of suspected d iph­ 
theria.
